The problem to be solved by the invention is how to make 
inputs from a keyboard shown at a small touch screen in a 
mobile device. 

D2, which is considered to be the most relevant document, 
shows a mobile phone with a touch screen having an input area 
and an output area, see column 8, lines 53-58 and figure 5A. 
In column 10, lines 31-38 is said that the output part of the 
display need not be touch sensitive, but it is not said that 
the output area is not a touch sensitive area. Therefore, the 
output area is considered to be touch sensitive. On the input 
area of the screen is a plurality of symbols displayed. When 
touching the symbol area the touched portion of the display is 
magnified and a symbol can be selected. The selected symbol is 
then shown in the output area. 

Dl relates to a mobile device with a touch screen displaying a 
collection of icons at a scale in which the individual 
functions of each icon is recognizable, but too small to 
access individual features of the function. When touching . an 
area of the screen including an icon, the screen provides a 
zoomed version of that area so that the user can select a 
desired feature. Dl is not showing that there is an output 
area, but in the case of a PDA (see figure 1 A-C) there must

The invention according to claims 1, 4-10, 12-16 and 19-28 is 
consideired to lack novelty in view of both D2 and Dl. 

The invention according to claims 2-3 and 17-18 relates to 
manipulating the input and output area sizes. In D2 (see 
figure 5D) there is. known a display with an input arid an 
output area. To make it possible to manipulate the size of 
these areas must be an obvious measure for a person skilled in 
the art and therefore, the invention .according to claims 2-3 
and 17-18 has no inventive step. 

The invention according claim 11 is considered to be obvious 
for a person skilled in the art knowing D2 and Dl. 

Therefore, the invention according to claims 1, 4-10, 12-16 
and 19-28 lacks novelty and the invention according to claims 
2-3, 11 and 17-18 is considered to lack an inventive step. The 
invention according to claims 1-28 is considered to have 
industrial applicability. 
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
